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Mullen: New 
tactics could 
help turn tide 
in Afghanistan

WASHINGTON — The nation’s top military 
officer warned Monday that the deaths of Af- 
ghan civilians caught up in U.S. combat opera- 
tions could cripple President Barack Obama’s 
revamped strategy for the 7-year-old war. 

“T believe that each time we do that, we put 
our strategy in jeopardy,’ Adm. Mike Mullen, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said. “We 
cannot succeed ... in Af- 
ghanistan by killing Af- 
ghan civilians.” 

Mullen said additional 
forces and new tactics 
can help the United States 
turn a discouraging tide 
in Afghanistan. He said 
he was hopeful that “in the 
next 12 to 24 months, that 
we can stem the trends 
which have been going 
very badly in Afghanistan 
the last three years.” 

But speaking at the Brookings Institution, 
Mullen sounded frustrated that as the first of 
21,000 U.S. reinforcements arrive, Taliban 
insurgents are having a seemingly easy time 
using America’s military prowess against it. 

Mullen pointed to this month’s disputed U.S. 
airstrikes in Farah province, in which women 
and children were apparently among dozens of 
civilians killed. 

The United States says the Taliban is re- 
sponsible for at least some of the deaths, but 
Mullen didn’t spend much time defending U.S. 
actions. 

The May 4-S incident is still under investiga- 
tion and Mullen indicated the details may al- 
ways remain murky. 

Mullen refused to rule out the use of un- 
manned drones, which the United States uses 
to target insurgent hide-outs in both Afghani- 
stan and Pakistan. Witnesses in the latest inci- 
dent say a drone flew overhead before the U.S. 
bombs fell. 

“We can’t tie our troops’ hands behind their 
backs,” Mullen said.

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U.S. diplomat vows fewer Afghan deaths

KABUL — The new American 
ambassador to Afghanistan prom- 
ised the families of those killed 
during a recent clash between 
troops and the Taliban that the 
U.S. would work to reduce civil- 
ian deaths. 

The Afghan government, which 
contends that such killings under- 
mine support for the fight against 
the militants, says 140 civilians 
died in the battle. The U.S. dis- 
putes that toll. 

Karl Eikenberry, who joined 
President Hamid Karzai on a 
surprise visit near the site of the 
battle, spoke Tuesday before a 
gathering of more than 1,000 
people at a mosque in the capital 
of western Farah province, said 
Abdul Gafar Watandar, the pro- 
vincial police chief. 

Eikenberry’s trip appeared to 
be an attempt to soothe tensions 
that followed the disputed May 
4-5 battle in Farah’s Bala Buluk 
district. 

Afghans blame U.S. airstrikes 
for the death and destruction in 
two villages in Bala Buluk, but 
it is unclear exactly how many 
people died there and under what 
circumstances. 

An Afghan government com- 
mission said 140 civilians were 
killed, based on testimony col- 
lected from villagers. American 
officials say the Taliban held vil- 
lagers hostage and that the casu- 
alty figure is exaggerated. They 
have not given their own estimate, 
however. 

“T assure the people of Afghani- 
stan that the United States will 
work tirelessly with your gov- 
ernment, army and police to find 
ways to reduce the price paid by 
civilians, and avoid tragedies like

what occurred in Bala Buluk,” 
Eikenberry told the crowd, ac- 
cording to a transcript of remarks 
provided by the U.S. Embassy. 
“As U.S. ambassador, and with my 
previous experience as a soldier, I 
make this a solemn pledge.” 

A former army officer, Eiken- 
berry served twice in Afghanistan 
before being appointed ambassa- 
dor by President Barack Obama. 

“This incident began with your 
brave police and army, together 
with their American partners, 
battling the Taliban. But it ended 
in a terribly tragic way, with loss 
of civilian lives as well as your po- 
licemen,” he said. 

Karzai has long pleaded with 
the U.S. to minimize civilian 
deaths during its military opera- 
tions and not use airstrike in the 
villages. 

“All those people who wear a 
turban and have local clothes are 
not Taliban,” Karzai told the me- 
morial service in Farah on Tues- 
day. U.S. troops “should cut down 
bombardment on them,” he said. 

New York-based Human Rights 
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Watch said last week its prelimi- 
nary investigation found mea- 
sures put in place by the U.S. 
military to safeguard civilians 
were inadequate. 

Villagers told the watchdog 
group fighting broke out in Bala 
Buluk after Taliban arrived de- 
manding a share of their poppy 
income, but it was during U.S. air- 
strikes that most civilians were 
killed. 

The group reiterated its con- 
demnation for Taliban practices 
of using civilians as human shields 
and deploying its fighters in popu- 
lated areas. But Human Rights 
Watch said its interviews did not 
suggest residents were used as 
human shields in Bala Buluk. 

Villagers also told researchers 
that the firefight between Tal- 
iban and Afghan and U.S. forces 
had ended before the evening 
bombings began, though some 
did say Taliban were still in the 
compounds. 

Col. Greg Julian, the chief U.S. 
military spokesman, said video 
shot from an American aircraft 
during the battle “strongly re-

Afghans blame U.S. air- 
strikes for the deaths and 
destruction in two villages in 
the western province. Amer- 
ican officials say the Taliban 
held villagers hostage dur- 
ing the fight. 

“We've got to be very, very 
focused on making sure that 
we proceed deliberately, that 
we know who the enemy is,” 
Mullen said. “The enemy 
uses this very effectively 
against us.” 

It is unclear how many 
people died. The Afghan 
government has paid out 
compensation to families for 
140 dead, based on a list gath- 
ered from villagers. The U.S. 
military has said that figure 
is exaggerated, but it has not 
provided its own estimate. 

If the Afghan toll is cor- 
rect, it would be the largest 
case of civilian deaths since 
the 2001 U.S.-led invasion to 
oust the Taliban. 

Mullen said he is encour- 
aged that the first units ar- 
riving this spring seem to be 
off to a fast start. “I would 
look to 2009 and 2010 to be 
incredibly important years 
in Afghanistan,” Mullen said. 
“The violence level is up, the 
Taliban is much better orga- 
nized than they were before.”

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Casey: Army is big enough

WASHINGTON — In a stark contrast 
to years of lean recruiting, Army officials 
on Tuesday said they have exceeded end- 
strength goals, and resisted a senator’s offer 
to increase their ranks by 30,000 more. 

Such a move would cost another $1 bil- 
lion a year, an expense Army Chief of Staff 
Gen. George Casey said he’s reluctant to 
embrace right now. 

Congress had set an end strength goal 
of 547,000 active-duty soldiers by 2011, 
as part of efforts to increase capabilities 
and decrease the strain of deployments on 
units. 

But Casey said the service has already 
reached 549,000, thanks to successful re- 
cruiting and retention efforts. 

And even that may not be enough to fully 
relieve the strain of deployments over the 
next 18 months, Casey told members of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. 

The Army has nearly doubled its troop 
numbers in Afghanistan in recent months, 
and large drawdowns of forces from Iraq

won't begin until 2010. 

That prompted Sen. Joe Lieberman, I- 
Conn., to propose a temporary end strength 
increase of 30,000 more soldiers, in order 
to allow more dwell time immediately for 
units between deployments. 

Casey said the service isn’t interested, at 
least for now. 

“It certainly would be easier to get 
through the next 12 to 18 months if we had 
even more,” Casey said. “But for now we’ve 
decided not to go through with that.” 

Army officials said the service currently 
has about 20,000 combat wounded veterans 
unable to redeploy, a record number in the 
ranks. 

Lieberman’s 30,000 proposal was based 
on that figure, and echoed by other mem- 
bers of the Senate committee. 

Casey said that neither he nor Secretary 
of Defense Robert Gates has ruled out a 
temporary end strength increase, espe- 
cially if plans to pull troops from Iraq are 
delayed or changed. 

But the Army is already $2 billion be- 
hind in its personnel funds because of the

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higher-than-expected end strength, money 
service officials hope to recoup in the war 
supplemental currently before Congress. 

Another 30,000 troops would cost anoth- 
er $1 billion in pay, benefits and support, 
Casey said. 

Pentagon Press Secretary Geoff Morrell 
echoed those cost concerns. 

“There are extraordinary costs associ- 
ated with growing our force, and I think 
[Gates] is not convinced that that is the an- 
swer to some of the stress and strain that 
the force is feeling right now,” he said. 

Both Casey and Army Secretary Pete 
Geren said they do not anticipate the 
temporary increase in deployments to 
negatively affect their long-term plans 
for dwell-time changes, provided the two- 
year plans for Iraq and Afghanistan don’t 
change drastically. 

Currently, troops average about 17 
months home for every year deployed. 
Army officials hope to increase that to two 
years between deployments by 2011.

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — Misawa 
base officials confirmed Tuesday that they 
are requiring all personnel — military and 
civilian — to complete a health screening 
questionnaire upon arrival at the base follow- 
ing international travel. 

They also clarified that the decision to 
take the “stringent precautions” against any 
possible spread of swine flu was not ordered 
by U.S. Forces Japan, as originally stated 
Monday. 

Instead, 35th Fighter Wing officials at 
Misawa decided to take the “additional mea- 
sures,” spokesman Capt. Martin Gerst said. 

Under the new policy, all Misawa personnel 


traveling from outside of Japan to the base 
must report to the 35th Medical Group within 
10 days of arrival to complete the medical 
screening — similar to what Japanese offi- 
cials already are asking all arriving passen- 
gers to do. 

“We’re just doing what [the Japanese] are 
doing,” said Gerst. 

He said the screening helps “make sure 
everyone is seen.” 

Gerst stressed that the decision was not 
made in response to a situation last week in 
which three military members who had flown 
through Narita International Airport were 
alerted that they might have been exposed to 
the H1N1 virus, or swine flu. 

The troops were kept in their quarters, 
away from other people, were given medica- 


tion and were monitored daily, Gerst said. 

They were released late last week without 
“signs of infection,” he said. 

USFJ spokeswoman Maj. Denise Kerr said 
Tuesday that Misawa is the only U.S. military 
base that has taken the extra step of a follow- 
up health screening. 

“They’re taking prudent measures they 
feel would be beneficial to their community,” 
she said during a phone interview. “That 
wasn’t mandated by USFJ.” 

In an e-mail message early Tuesday, Kerr 
stressed that “preventative measures are a 
key focus area for” the U.S. military commu- 
nities in Japan. 

This includes “good hygiene activities and 
staying home if feeling ill,” she said.

Troops safely guard 
main artery linking 
Khost and Gardez

GERDA SERAI, Afghanistan — The 
twin stacks of rocks look like nothing more 
than a pile of children’s blocks. They’re 
tucked away on a ledge in a tranquil valley 
not far from a picturesque waterfall. 

In the prone position, you can see that a 
gap between the stacks looks out on an all- 
too-vulnerable bridge a few hundred me- 
ters away. Once vehicles come into view, 
the enemy hiding here could detonate a 
roadside bomb or perhaps call another hid- 
den fighter to do the deed. 

Insurgents have good reason for tar- 
geting the bridge. It’s part of a narrow, 
axle-grinding path between Khost city 
and Gardez that is the only main route 
linking Khost province with the rest of 
Afghanistan. 

The road’s narrow, bumpy surface de- 
ters all but the most determined drivers. 
American leaders have made repaving the 
so-called KG Pass Road a national prior- 
ity to bring Khost and other previously 
neglected areas back into the fold with the 
rest of Afghanistan. 

The region has been the site of some of Af- 
ghanistan’s most successful fights against 
foreign armies. The road was paved when 
Soviet forces entered the region. They oc- 
cupied the area for a time, but mujahedeen 
flooded back in as soon as they left. The 
Afghans tore up miles of pavement after- 
ward to ensure the Soviets couldn’t bring 
their tanks back into the area. 

Thearea’s violent history continues. Most 
of the insurgent attacks have targeted local 
forces, but enemy fighters ambushed two 
American convoys without success in the 
middle of May as the traditional summer 
fighting season arrived. The 1st Squadron, 
40th Cavalry Regiment — the unit respon- 
sible for the area — also lost a soldier and 
had others wounded during a spring offen- 
sive launched in March to knock the insur- 
gents off balance. Contractors have been 
targeted, too, but leaders are still trying to 
determine whether competing contractors 
could be to blame. 





Responding to violence 


The violence, particularly deadly road- 
side bomb attacks, has given local forces a 
seriousness of purpose uncommon across 
the country. 

Afghan soldiers check the roads for 
bombs obsessively, frequently getting out 
of their vehicles to walk long stretches. 
Some units prohibit driving some sections 
of roads without American forces present. 

Afghan noncommissioned officers 
sometimes come down hard on those they 
don’t think carry their weight. During one 
patrol, American soldiers had to break up 
a fight that began when a sergeant started 
hitting a lower-ranking soldier who refused 
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“Don't come right out and 
ask if there are bad people. 
Once they're comfortable 
with you and you're 
comfortable with them, 
then it’s the business

to obey him in the middle of a long hike. 

But U.S. forces are beginning the fight- 
ing season with two new bases that funda- 
mentally change the conflict’s dynamics. 
Combat Outpost Deysie, built in Novem- 
ber by the 1-40’s predecessor, sits on high 
ground overlooking a valley just a few 
miles from the actual pass that was once a 
key insurgent thoroughfare. The 1-40 built 
Patrol Base Devoe in April on a mountain- 
top in an area that was once the site of fre- 
quent rocket and mortar attacks. 

Troop B at Deysie and Troop C at Com- 
bat Outpost Wilderness and Devoe have 
been busy gathering as much information 
as possible about how these new bases 
have altered insurgent patterns. Much of 
their time is spent patrolling areas that 
have seen little American or Afghan gov- 
ernment influence, particularly around 
Troop B’s newly established base. 

The units are building influence with 
tribes to generate information. Tribes 
have varying degrees of cohesion that af- 
fect their relationship with U.S. forces and 
the Afghan government. In the KG Pass 
area, for example, the Mangal tribe is very 
united. Paktia’s deputy governor comes 
from this tribe, and it has bought in to the 
projects going on in the area, said Maj. 
Herb Skinner, the 1-40 executive officer. 
The Zudran tribe, on the other hand, is not 
as unified. 

“For us, it’s better to have a stronger 
tribe because that’s the base line building 
block of Afghan society,” Skinner said. 

The tribes vie for power within the 
province, but Skinner said this has been a 
peaceful competition. 


Tensions surface

the construction may temporarily cause 
disruptions. The project calls for carving 
away sheer cliffs behind the Gerda Serai 
bazaar in Khar Kheyl, pushing the market 
stalls back from the newly expanded road. 

Villages unanimously deny having any 
forces that oppose the Afghan government 
or U.S. forces, but soldiers are frank about 
their skepticism of those claims in some 
areas. During patrols, they point to key 
leaders with known Taliban ties. Weap- 
ons caches within an easy walk of some 
key sites suggest that their doubts are 
justified. 

The Gerda Serai bazaar is particularly 
notorious. The heavy traffic along the road 
makes it an ideal place for enemy fighters 
to do business. Insurgents often hide bomb- 
making materials in the steep hills behind 
the shops. Troop C found seven cache sites 
in the area, most of them empty but some 
with homemade explosives. 

Village elders complain about even high- 
ly targeted raids that are based on clear 
intelligence tying a suspect to a particular 
attack — exactly the type of arrest coun- 
terinsurgency experts recommend. Last 
Thursday, for example, local residents 
appeared at COP Wilderness to complain 
about one such raid that a Ranger unit 


made with Troop C’s permission. An of- 
ficer radioed the commander to ask about 
the talking points he should stick to when 
talking with the residents. 

“Cause and effect. IED (improvised ex- 
plosive device) on the road, they’re going 
to get a raid,” answered Capt. Neal Erick- 
son, Troop C commander. 

Not all villages are a problem. Troop B 
has had particularly good relations with 
those surrounding Deysie. 

“Just treat their elders with respect,” 
said Sgt. 1st Class Chad Cook, a Troop 
B platoon sergeant. “Don’t come right 
out and ask if there are bad people. Once 
they’re comfortable with you and you’re 
comfortable with them, then it’s the busi- 
ness side of the meeting.” 

Mostly, though, the people are just wait- 
ing to see if the Afghan and American 
forces are here to stay. 

Capt. Gary McDonald, Troop B com- 
mander, said the ability and performance 
of the coalition forces will decide the issue. 
Proving that they’re able to protect the vil- 
lages will shift the onus on the insurgents 
to show the population what they have to 
offer, he said.

WASHINGTON — Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said Tuesday the 
United States was sending $110 million in 
emergency humanitarian aid to Pakistan, 
part of the administration’s new strategy 
for countering the appeal of Taliban mili- 
tants in the nuclear-armed American ally. 

Clinton detailed the aid package at the

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White House, saying the money is flowing 
to ease the plight of about 2 million Paki- 
stanis who have fled fighting in the coun- 
try’s Swat Valley and are living in squalid 
tent cities. 

The White House said Prime Minister 
Yousuf Raza Gilani had appointed Brig. 
Gen. Nadeem Ahmad to lead the Pakistani 
relief effort. 

He was highly praised for his work in 
the relief effort after the 2005 earthquake 


in Kashmir. 

Pakistan’s army is engaged in major 
combat in Swat, in response to attempts by 
armed Islamic militants to solidify their 
hold on the region. 

Pakistan reluctantly undertook the of- 
fensive under pressure from the United 
States after Taliban fighters had taken 
positions within 60 miles of the capital, 
Islamabad.

surgents have been killed in the fighting. 

President Barack Obama has spoken of 
the need to improve the lives of people in 
both Pakistan and Afghanistan as part of 
the administration’s new plan for linking 
the U.S. fight against the Taliban. 

The White House said $100 million in 
aid would flow from Clinton’s State De- 
partment, with $10 million is coming from 
the Pentagon.

The Obama administration let 
pass an early May deadline to ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court a case 
that could significantly affect the 
military’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy on gay servicemembers, 
The Wall Street Journal reported 
on Tuesday. 

A federal appeals court in San 
Francisco ruled last year that 
more sufficient explanation was 
needed as to why Air Force Maj. 
Margaret Witt was discharged 
after it was discovered she is a 
lesbian. 

The Bush administration ar- 
gued that homosexuals inher- 
ently pose a threat to unit morale 
and cohesion. The court decided 
that the government must prove 
why the specific presence of Witt 
would have such an effect. 

President Barack Obama origi- 
nally faced an early March dead- 
line to appeal to the Supreme 
Court, but the administration 
was twice granted a one-month 
extension. 

The deadline passed this month 
without another extension grant- 
ed. The case will be returned to 
district court, and administration 
officials plan to defend the policy 
there. 

White House spokesman Ben 
LaBolt said the president aims 
to repeal the policy “in a sensible 
way that strengthens our armed 
forces and our national security” 
but added: “until Congress passes 
legislation repealing the law, the 
administration will continue to 
defend the statute when it is chal- 
lenged in the justice system.”

KABUL—FourU.S.contractors 
for the company formerly known 
as Blackwater were not authorized 
to carry weapons when they were 
involved in a deadly shooting in 
Afghanistan this month, the U.S. 
military said Tuesday. 

The men — accused of opening 
fire on a vehicle in the capital on 
May 5 — have charged that their 
employer, now called Xe, issued 
them guns in breach of the compa- 
ny’scontract with the military. One 
Afghan was killed in the shooting, 
and two others wounded. 

Xe has said its employees are 
not generally banned from car- 
rying weapons in Afghanistan, 
though the authorization depends 


on the duties of the contractors. 
Anne Tyrrell, a spokeswoman for 
the Moycock, N.C.-based compa- 
ny, declined to comment Tuesday 
on the terms of this specific con- 
tract or say if the company issued 
guns to the men. 

But the military told The Asso- 
ciated Press that the contract did 
not allow the men to keep guns on 
them. 

“By the terms of the contract, 
they were not authorized to carry 
weapons,” said Lt. Col. Chris 
Kubik, a U.S. military spokes- 
man. Kubik said the military had 
not given guns to the men, but 
said he did not know if the weap- 
ons were issued by Xe or were 
privately owned.

Senate confirms Mabus as Navy secretary 


WASHINGTON — The Senate on Monday approved former Missis- 
sippi Gov. Raymond Mabus Jr. as the next secretary of the Navy. 

Mabus replaces Donald Winter, who stepped down in March. Mabus 
was governor from 1988 to 1992 and served as former President Bill 
Clinton’s ambassador to Saudi Arabia. He served in the Naval Reserve 
Officer Training Corps and later joined the Navy as a surface warfare 


officer. 


The Senate also approved Robert Work to be undersecretary of the 


Navy. 
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Blackwater was involved in a 
2007 shooting in a busy square in 
Baghdad that left as many as 17 
Iraqi civilians dead and led to the 
end of its Baghdad operations this 
month. 

The industry has become more 
cautious since the shooting, but 
private contractors still provide a 
host of services in war zones. 

In Afghanistan, contract em- 
ployees — often former military 
or police — train troops along 
with providing security for dip- 
lomats and other international 
workers, technical expertise and 
logistical support. Though there 
have been no incidents in Afghan- 
istan on par with the Iraq shoot- 
ing, companies have been dogged 


by allegations of corruption and 
heavy-handedness. 

The men in question were con- 
tracted to provide military train- 
ing and as such “were authorized 
to handle weapons in the course 
of their duties,” but were not al- 
lowed to have weapons with them 
at other times, Kubik said. 

Tyrrell has said the men were 
fired after the incident for not fol- 
lowing the terms of their contract, 
without saying what regulation or 
policy they had violated. 

Daniel Callahan, a California 
lawyer for the contractors, has 
said the four Americans are being 
scapegoated by Xe. 


Officer pleads guilty 
to stealing supplies

ALEXANDRIA, Va. — An 
Army captain pleaded guilty 
Monday to stealing hundreds 
of thousands of dollars worth 
of military equipment from an 
Army base in Iraq and selling it 
to a businessman there. 

Elbert W. George III, 36, of 
Suffolk, Va., faces up to five years 
in prison after pleading guilty 
in U.S. District Court to a single 
count of conspiracy to steal gov- 
ernment property. 

He is the second person to 
plead guilty in the theft ring. Sgt. 
1st Class Roy Greene Jr., 32, of 
Sylvester, Ga., pleaded guilty to 
an identical charge last week. 

George and Greene were sta- 
tioned at an army base in Balad, 
Iraq, that disposes of excess 
military equipment. The equip- 
ment is either reallocated within 
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the military, or donated to other 
government agencies, including 
local governments in the U.S., as 
well as the Iraqi military. 

According to court records, 
George, Greene and one other sol- 
dier who has not yet been charged 
stole a bus, eight trucks, 19 gen- 
erators, five trailers and other 
items and sold them to an Iraqi 
businessman who paid them in 
$100 bills. The soldiers received 
anywhere from $400,000 to $1 
million for the stolen items be- 
tween December 2007 and June 
2008. 

George and Greene split the 
profits evenly between them, ac- 
cording to court records. 

George and his lawyer, Ron 
Smith, declined comment after 
Monday’s plea hearing. George is 
free on a personal recognizance 
bond while he awaits sentencing 
on July 17.

Obama talks 
up emissions, 
pollution pian

WASHINGTON — President Barack Obama on 
Tuesday outlined the nation’s first comprehensive 
effort to curb vehicle emissions while cutting depen- 
dence on imported oil, calling the plan an historic 
turning point toward a “clean-energy economy.” 

Joined in the White House Rose Garden by lead- 
ers of the auto industry, government officials and key 
national and state political leaders, Obama said the 
agreement that once would have been “considered 
impossible” was what he termed a “harbinger of a 
change in the way business is done in Washington.” 

The two-pronged approach to problems that com- 
pound threats to the global environment marks the 
latest in a series of shifts by the Obama administra- 
tion away from the policies of his conservative pre- 
decessor, former President George W. Bush. 

“As a result of this agreement,” Obama said, “we 
will save 1.8 billion barrels of oil over the lifetime of 
the vehicles sold in the next five years. And at a time 
of historic crisis in our auto industry, this rule pro- 
vides the clear certainty that will allow these com- 
panies to plan for a future in which they are building 
the cars of the 21st century.” 

He said the new rules amounted to removing 177 
million cars from the roads over the next 62 years. 
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President Barack Obama acknowledges Ford Chief 
Executive Officer Alan Mulally on Tuesday at the 
White House in Washington during an event an- 
nouncing new fuel and emission standards. 


In that period, the savings in oil burned to fuel 
American cars, trucks and buses would amount to 
last year’s combined U.S. imports from Saudi Ara- 
bia, Venezuela, Libya and Nigeria. 

While the new fuel and emission standards for 
cars and trucks will save billions of barrels of oil, 
they are expected to cost consumers an extra $1,300 
per vehicle by the time the plan is complete in 2016. 
Obama said the fuel cost savings would offset the 
higher price of vehicles in three years. 

While requiring that vehicle carbon dioxide emis- 
sions be reduced by about one-third by the target 
date, the plan requires the auto industry to be build- 
ing vehicles that average 35.5 miles per gallon. 

The plan also would effectively end a feud be- 
tween automakers and statehouses over emission 
standards — with the states coming out on top, but 
the automakers getting the single national standard 
they’ve been seeking and more time to make the 
changes. 
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Senate passes 
credit card bill

WASHINGTON — The Sen- 
ate voted on Tuesday to prohibit 
credit card companies from arbi- 
trarily raising a person’s interest 
rate and charging many of the 
exorbitant fees that have become 
customary — and crippling — to 
cash-strapped consumers. 

The overwhelming bipartisan 
vote of 90-5 was lawmakers’ way 
of telling Americans that they 
haven’t been forgotten amid a 
recession that has left hundreds 
of thousands jobless or facing 
foreclosure. 

With the House on track to en- 
dorse the measure by week’s end, 
President Barack Obama could 
see a bill on his desk by the end 
of the week. 

If the bill is enacted into law as 
expected, the credit card indus- 
try would have nine months to 
change the way it does business: 
Lenders would have to post their 
credit card agreements on the In- 
ternet and let customers pay their 
bills online or by phone for free. 
They’d also have to give consum- 
ers a chance to spare themselves 
from over-the-limit fees and pro- 
vide 45 days notice and an expla- 
nation before interest rates are 
increased. 

The Senate bill also would fur- 
ther restrict bank fees and who 
can get a card. 
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Pentagon briefings 
no longer quote Bible 


WASHINGTON — The Pen- 
tagon said Monday it no longer 
includes a Bible quotation on the 
cover page of daily intelligence 
briefings sent to the White House 
as was the practice during the 
Bush administration. 

Pentagon spokesman Bryan 
Whitman said he did not know 
how long the Worldwide Intelli- 
gence Update cover sheets quoted 
from the Bible. 

The Bible quotes apparently 
aimed to support former Presi- 
dent George W. Bush at a time 
when soldiers’ deaths in Iraq 
were on the rise, according to the 
June issue of GQ magazine. But 
they offended at least one Muslim 
analyst at the Pentagon and wor- 
ried other employees that the pas- 
sages were inappropriate. 


Senate OKs Obama’s 
pick for FDA chief 


WASHINGTON — The Senate 
on Monday confirmed President 
Barack Obama’s pick to oversee 
food and drug safety, two areas 
that are vital to consumers and 
widely seen as in critical need of 
improvement. 

Dr. Margaret Hamburg, 53, a 
bioterrorism expert, will be sworn 
in as the 21st commissioner of 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion and only the second woman 
to hold the post in 100 years of 
agency history. Her nomination 
was confirmed by voice vote. 

Her first priority will be to help 
direct development of a vaccine 
for the new swine flu. She says 
she also wants to revamp food 
safety. 


Suspects named in 
Calif. boy’s kidnapping 


SAN BERNARDINO, Calif. 
— Arrest warrants have been 
issued for two men suspected of 
bursting into a family’s home and 
kidnapping a 3-year-old who was 
later found wandering the streets 
in Mexico, sheriff’s officials said 
Monday. 

The suspects, both believed to 
be hiding in Mexico, are accused 
of taking Briant Rodriguez on 
May 3 after tying up his mother 
and four of his siblings. No motive 
has been released. 

Authorities said they found 
evidence at the crime scene that 
links Israel Ledesma Moreno, 
27, and Liberato Vega, 30, to the 
kidnapping. 


Piracy suspect indicted 
in New York court 


NEW YORK — The sole sur- 
viving suspect from an attack on 
an American cargo ship off the 
Somali coast has been indicted 
on piracy charges. Abdiwali Ab- 
diqadir Muse has been jailed in 
Manhattan since his capture on 
April 12. U.S. prosecutors have 
portrayed him as the ringleader. 

The FBI says Muse was the 
first pirate to board the boat as 
it was about 280 miles off the So- 
mali coast. He and others held 
the captain hostage until Navy 
sharpshooters killed three others. 
The 18-year-old Muse wept when 
his lawyers failed to convince a 
federal judge he was only 15 and 
should be tried as a juvenile.

Alleged student gunman reported 
in critical condition after surgery

LAROSE, La. — A middle- 
school student who fired a gun- 
shot at a teacher in a classroom 
and then shot himself left a hand- 
written journal and an apparent 
suicide note that described his 
intention to kill other people, au- 
thorities said. 

The eighth-grade student, who 
has not been identified by authori- 
ties, was in critical condition early 
Tuesday after undergoing sur- 
gery following Monday’s shoot- 
ing. No one else was injured. 

Afterward, investigators found 
a profanity-laced note that said 
“U all will die.” “The letter in- 
dicated his intention was to kill 
people,” Lafourche Parish Sher- 
iff Craig Webre said. 

The student left during home- 
room Monday morning, a fel- 
low student said. He went to the 
bathroom and changed from the 
khaki uniform pants the school 
requires to a pair of camouflaged 
pants. He then stormed into the 
classroom across the hall from 
the restroom — gun in hand, said 
Coley Gaspard, 14, who was in 
the room. 

Investigators believe the boy 
chose the room because of its 


closeness to the restroom, not 
because he had any agenda con- 
cerning the teacher or students. 

He tried to shoot the teacher, 
Webre said, but the gun did not 
fire. 

Webre said the boy made an 
adjustment, then fired over the 
teacher’s head. As he left the room 
he asked one of the students to go 
with him, but left alone when the 
youngster remained seated. 

He apparently returned to the 
bathroom and shot himself with- 
in minutes, Webre said. 

The young man got the gun, a 
.25-caliber, nickel-plated semiau- 
tomatic, from his father’s house 
during the weekend, Webre said. 

The Larose school, with about 
500 sixth-, seventh- and eighth- 
graders, is in a rural community 
of about 7,000 people some 45 
miles southwest of New Orleans. 

He was a year or two older 
than most of his classmates who 
described him as a quiet boy 
who never talked about guns or 
violence. 

The boy’s mother said he 
seemed nervous before leaving 
for school, but when she asked 
him about it, he attributed it to 
getting the results of the “LEAP” 
tests that eighth-graders must 
pass to be promoted. 
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Supreme Court sets 
barrier for lawsuits 
against administration

WASHINGTON — _ The 
Supreme Court served notice 
Monday that it would set a high 
bar for anyone seeking to hold 
top government officials liable 
for abuse suffered by prisoners 
held as part of the Bush admin- 
istration’s war on terror. 

Justice Anthony M. Kenne- 
dy spoke for a 5-4 majority in 
throwing out a lawsuit against 
former Attorney General John 
Ashcroft and FBI Director 
Robert S. Mueller III for al- 
legedly ordering the roundup 
of hundreds of Muslim men 
in the wake of the attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

“Tt should come as no sur- 
prise that a legitimate policy 
directing law enforcement to 
arrest and detain individuals 
because of their suspected link 
to the attacks would produce a 
disparate, incidental impact 
on Arab Muslims, even though 
the purpose of the policy was 
to target neither Arabs nor 
Muslims,” Kennedy said. “The 
Sept. 11 attacks were perpe- 
trated by 19 Arab Muslim 
hijackers who counted them- 


selves members in good stand- 
ing of al-Qaida, an Islamic 
fundamentalist group.” 

The ruling could serve as 
a procedural barrier for law- 
suits against former officials 
who have been sued by pris- 
oners being held as “enemy 
combatants.” 

The suit dismissed Monday 
alleged that Javaid Iqbal — 
who worked as a cable televi- 
sion installer on Long Island, 
N.Y. — was roughed up, strip- 
searched, shackled and locked 
in a maximum security facil- 
ity for months simply because 
he was a Pakistani Muslim. 

His case, the first involving 
the post- 9/11 detention of more 
than 700 men in the United 
States to get to the Supreme 
Court, described Ashcroft as 
the “principal architect” of the 
policy. None of those arrested 
was charged as a terrorist, al- 
though many pleaded guilty to 
immigration offenses. 

In Monday’s decision, the 
Supreme Court _ shielded 
Ashcroft and Mueller from 
being sued because Iqbal 
could not show these top offi- 
cials personally ordered him 
to be mistreated.

Swine flu cases rise across Japan

TOKYO — Japan confirmed 
dozens more swine flu cases 
overnight bringing its tally to 
173, health officials said Tuesday, 
as the government considered 
scaling down quarantine checks 
at airports while focusing on its 
domestic outbreak. 

The outbreak in Japan has 
surged from just four cases over 
the weekend after infections were 
confirmed in the port city of Kobe 
and nearby Osaka, which is Ja- 
pan’s second-biggest urban area. 
The 38 added to the list overnight 
included high school students and 
small children. 

The new wave of infections did 
not have a clear connection to for- 
eign travel, as the initial one did, 


and involved primarily teenag- 
ers. None of the patients were in 
serious condition. 

Meanwhile, drug manufactur- 
ers won’t be able to start devel- 
oping a swine flu vaccine until 
mid-July at the earliest, weeks 
later than previous predictions, 
the World Health Organiza- 
tion said Tuesday. It will then 
take months to produce a new 
vaccine. 

The disclosure that making a 
swine flu vaccine is proving more 
difficult than experts first thought 
came as U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon and WHO chief 
Dr. Margaret Chan met Tuesday 
with representatives from about 
30 pharmaceutical companies to 
discuss the subject.

n a rainy Saturday, 

Cameron Dolansky 

put on a metal-stud- 

ded leather vest and 

ared tunic and headed to Neu- 

mont University’s most raging 
weekend party. 

It wasn’t your usual col- 
lege kegger. A dozen students 
sat in a classroom frantically 
trying to kill the zombies rac- 
ing across their computer 
screens. A few more jammed 
to “Rock Band,” their musi- 
cian avatars displayed on two 
projector screens. Cans of 
Mountain Dew and fast-food 
wrappers littered the dark- 
ened room. 

“Back in high school, I was 
the lone geek,” said Dolansky, 
who earned a rep on campus 
after he and his roommate 
played “Rock Band” for 72 
hours straight. “Now I’m sur- 
rounded by geeks.” 

Spread over two floors in a 
suburban office park south of 
Salt Lake City, Neumont Uni- 
versity is devoted to pumping 
out a steady stream of experts 
in computer science — the 
only major that students can 











choose. 

The 6-year-old — school 
places its graduates in high- 
tech jobs at companies such 
as eBay Inc., Microsoft Corp. 
and IBM Corp. If trends hold 
up, more than 90 percent 
of the 59 students graduat- 
ing with bachelor’s degrees 
Friday will find work within 
three months. 

But surrounding introvert- 
ed computer programmers 
with other introverted com- 
puter programmers creates 
unique challenges for school 
administrators. 

Employers praise the skills 
of Neumont’s graduates but 
complain about their comput- 
er addictions and difficulty 
socializing with colleagues. 
So in addition to the intrica- 
cies of computer science, 
Neumont is trying to teach its 
students how to get along bet- 
ter in the real world. 

Administrators forced them 
to close their laptops in class, 
established social clubs and 
required them to take courses 
in interpersonal communica- 
tions and public speaking. 

The efforts have met re- 
sistance. After all, students 
ask, what’s the purpose of at- 
tending a place known affec- 
tionately as “Geek Heaven” 
if you’re not free to geek out 
whenever you choose?

organizing student parties at 
Neumont is the lack of dor- 
mitories; students live off- 
campus. Another is a major 
shortage of women, whose 
ranks the school is trying to 
increase. 

Cameron Murray, 20, from 
Cleveland, estimates that the 
gender ratio is one woman ina 
billion (it’s actually 1 in 20). 

Eager to flirt, he and eight 
other students moseyed down 
to a mall recently and split 
into teams to see who could 
get the most phone numbers 
from women. They wandered 
from food court to department 
store and back again, spend- 
ing an afternoon in search of 
potential dates. 

The sum total of their ef- 
forts: a single number. 

“We know that forming 
relationships outside of the 
classroom is an important 
part of the college experi- 


ence,’ Neumont President 
Edward Levine said. 

Some of Neumont’s female 
students, who make up about 
5 percent of the 266 enrolled 
this year, are on a mission to 
get their peers to tune into the 
world around them. In Octo- 
ber, one posted a message on 
Neumont’s Web forums pro- 
testing what she called “of- 
fensive odors.” 

“The truth is there are 
people in this school who just 
don’t smell pleasant at all,” 
she wrote. 

The post generated more 
than a dozen replies, with stu- 
dents suggesting the creation 
of a personal-hygiene com- 
pany, a crackdown on halito- 
sis, and a three-shower-a-day 
regimen. 

“People (who probably 
just get busy and distracted 
by their passion for coding) 
need to remember to take 


care of themselves as 
well as they care for 
their machines,” Stacy 
Hughes, the school’s com- 
munication manager, wrote 
on the forum. 

It shouldn’t be a surprise 
that Neumont students spend 
so much time in front of their 
computers. The school’s mis- 
sion is to teach students how 
to be valuable computer pro- 
grammers in just 2 2 years. 

When the students graduate, 
though, they will need to know 
how to socialize with people 
who aren’t like them, which is 
why students are required to 
take three classes about com- 
municating with others. 

“There are skills we need 
beyond grunting over our 
laptops,” said student Joshua 
Boston, 18, a Florida native 
who was wearing computer 
wires as bracelets and weld- 


ing goggles.

Economy's silver lining for college grads

As millions of college students 
are graduating and entering the 
real world, while they may not 
be facing the best of times these 
times are better in some ways. 

Yes, the unemployment rate 
keeps going up. But that only 
causes students to focus harder 
on job skills to make them more 
marketable. For those that have a 
job, it’s a wake-up call to manage 
money wisely. 

Start by paying off debt, main- 
ly student loans and credit cards, 
so that the new focus can be on 
savings instead of the accumula- 
tion of debt that often occurs in 
college. If student loan rates are 
based on old interest rates from a 
few years ago, it’s a great time to 
consolidate and get a lower rate. 

If the new job is stable, the next 
step is having the benefit of buy- 
ing a house in a great market for 
buyers. Add on the current tax 
break of $8,000 for first-time 
home buyers and it becomes even 
a better deal.

vestment now could be worth 
$100,000 in 40 years. Would you 
want to pay the tax on $4,000 or 
$100,000? 

If it means living frugally today 
just to save, the sacrifice would 
be worth it. Make and stick to a 
budget that leaves you at least

Report: Reliance 
on oil weakens U.S.

WASHINGTON — An adviso- 
ry group of retired generals and 
admirals said in a report issued 
Monday that reducing America’s 
reliance on oil and addressing 
climate change are critical for fu- 
ture national security. 

The report, presented to mem- 
bers of Congress and the Penta- 
gon, said that energy security and 
efforts to reduce the risks of cli- 
mate change should be included 
in the nation’s national security 
and military planning. 

The retired, high-ranking mili- 
tary officers concluded that over- 
reliance on oil — not just foreign 
oil — leaves the country vulner- 
able to unstable and hostile coun- 
tries. They said future oil markets 
will be marked by limited supplies 
and increasing demand, posing a 
national security risk. 

“U.S. dependence on oil weak- 
ens international leverage, 
undermines foreign policy objec- 
tives and entangles America with 
unstable or hostile regimes,” said 
the report, written by the Muili- 
tary Advisory Board of CNA, a 
nonprofit research organization. 

Sen. Richard Lugar, R-Ind., 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee, said in a 
statement that he strongly agrees 
“with the stark conclusions” 
made by the advisory group, in- 
cluding that the competition for 
oil in the coming years is likely to 
precipitate conflicts. 

“Energy security is national 
security,” said Lugar. 

The report identified a num- 
ber of risks created by Ameri- 
ca’s current energy policies and 
practices. 

The concerns extend beyond 
America’s dependence on foreign 
oil, the report says, because no 
matter what the source, Amer- 
ica’s dependence on oil “under- 
mines economic stability, which 
is critical to national security.” 

Also, the report called for 
modernizing the nation’s elec- 
tric power system. The country’s 
“fragile domestic electricity grid 
makes our domestic military 
installations and their critical 
infrastructure unnecessarily 
vulnerable to incident, whether 
deliberate or accidental,” said the 
report. 

Retired Air Force Gen. Charles 
F. Wald, the advisory board’s 
chairman, said in a statement, 
“We cannot turn a blind eye to the 
dangerous realities of our energy 
situation.”

Russell’s father says: “The purpose of 
the stress clinic is to find out what will 
break your spirit, what will break your will 
and one way to do it is to tell them, “That’s 
it. You don’t belong in the military. Get out 
of here.’” 

I could not disagree more. It is a slap 
in the face to all mental health profes- 
sionals who dedicate their lives to helping 
soldiers. 

I had a problem and, for a time, did not 
seek treatment because I was afraid of what 
people might think. When I finally went for 
treatment, I was met with the compassion 
and kindness of people who truly wanted 
to help me.

he Obama administration says it 
is committed to protecting human 
rights and supporting multilateral 
institutions, and the decision to seek a 
place on the United Nations Human Rights 
Council was a step in that direction. We 
are pleased that the General Assembly 
voted overwhelmingly last week to seat the 
United States on the council for the first 
time since its creation in 2006. 

The council was set up to replace the 
U.N. Human Rights Commission, which 
was ineffective. Critics are correct that 
this, too, is a flawed organization. Many 
countries on the 47-seat council are cited 
by international organizations as human- 
rights violators, including other new mem- 
bers Cuba, Saudi Arabia and China. Some 
governments have used their membership 
to deflect criticism from their own abuses. 
And the council has focused disproportion- 
ately on Israel’s treatment of Palestinians 
at the expense of other pressing issues in 
countries such as Zimbabwe, Sudan and 
Myanmar. Opponents see these as reasons

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Turning deadbeat dads into proud papas

t’s the sort of story that had to 
[iares sooner or later: A De- 

troit judge is sentencing delin- 
quent dads to watch the “Maury” 
television show. If you’re not a 
fan, that may strike you as a vio- 
lation of the Constitution’s provi- 
sions against cruel and unusual 
punishment. But this punishment 
does fit the crime. 

Judge Wade McCree of the 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
doesn’t sentence all of his dads 
who fall behind in their child sup- 
port payments to watch the syn- 
dicated daytime talk show hosted 
by Maury Povich. Some are too 
far beyond redemption, he says, 
to benefit much from force-fed 
video therapy. 

But he insists that some others 
have benefited from exposure 
to the show’s famously raucous 
focus on paternity issues, espe- 
cially Povich’s special 11-year- 
old franchise called “Who’s Your 
Daddy?” Men who either deny pa- 
ternity (or who want verification 
that they really are the daddy) 
are given DNA tests and the re- 
sults are revealed on the air. 

“Some of these men in my 
court watch the show and see how 
ridiculous some of the deadbeats 
look, and then they realize it’s 
them,” McCree told the Detroit 
Free Press. 


Indeed, the audience make 


their thumbs-up-or-down judg- 
ment vocally apparent. An ap- 
parent scoundrel dad or hoochie 
mama can touch off a frenzy of 
head-shaking, finger-wagging 
boos, catcalls and screams as if 
someone released live mice in the 
studio. 

During the few times that I 
have seen the program over the 
years, I have been drawn to the 
same conclusion about the moms 
and alleged dads that an Ameri- 
can official once famously said 
about the Iran-Iraq war: The pity 
is that one of them has to win. 

Alleged daddies who are exon- 
erated by DNA results may jump 
up and down in celebration like 
winners of a Powerball lottery, 
while the tearful mom runs off 
behind the curtains, chased by 
cameras as she bawls her eyes 
out for the little mouth she must 
continue to feed alone. 

A particularly sad feature is the 
repeaters, the determined mom- 
mies who return a dozen times or 
more with a new suspect in tow 
and insisting, “I know he’s the 
father,” the same as they insisted 
of the previous dozen. Someone 
needs to tell our young women, 
“Ladies, if he really loves you, 
he’ll wear a condom.” 

But what keeps audiences 
coming back, I imagine, is the 
occasional heartwarming sight 
of a young father who, after his 
paternity is confirmed, humbly 
vows to do what the judge hopes

all fathers will do, “man up and 
be responsible.” 

I wish the judge success. I don’t 
want to join the angry mobs in 
stacking the deck against dads 
who have legitimate excuses for 
failing to make their child sup- 
port payments. But kids need all 
the support they can get. Despite 
laudable success by some single 
moms, fatherless children overall 
are at a much greater risk of poor 
nutrition, poor school perfor- 
mance, drug and alcohol abuse, 
dropping out of school, criminal 
activity, incarceration and early 
death. 


Judge McCree appeared on 
Povich’s show last Thursday, a 
day after the National Center 
for Health Statistics reported a 
disturbing surge in the nation’s 
out-of-wedlock birth rate. More 
than 1.7 million babies were born 
to unmarried women in 2007, ac- 
cording to the report. That’s a 26 
percent rise from 2002 and more 
than double the number in 1980, 

Unmarried women accounted 
for 39.7 percent of all U.S. births 
in 2007 — up from 34 percent in 
2002 and more than double the 
percentage in 1980. 

The rates increased for all 


races, but they remained high- 
est and rose fastest for Hispan- 
ics and blacks. There were 106 
births to every 1,000 unmarried 
Hispanic women in 2006, 72 per 
1,000 blacks, 32 per 1,000 whites 
and 26 per 1,000 Asians, the re- 
port showed. 

Various specialists have of- 
fered a variety of reasons for the 
surge. They include a general re- 
laxing of the social stigma associ- 
ated with unmarried motherhood, 
growing numbers of financially 
independent women, and an in- 
crease in couples delaying or for- 
going marriage. Similar trends 
in Scandinavian countries, which 
have more generous government 
health care and child support 
programs than the States, have 
led to out-of-wedlock birth rates 


as high as 50 percent. 
Since the U.S. is unlikely to 
join Scandinavia’s generous 


state-sponsored child support ap- 
proach, I was happy to hear that 
Povich is teaming up with an or- 
ganization called The National 
Campaign to Prevent Teen and 
Unplanned Pregnancy. It may 
sound like a cynical public-rela- 
tions ploy, since the organization’s 
success theoretically could deny 
Povich future guests. But the real 
problem is not the “Maury” show 
asking “Who’s Your Daddy?” The 
real problem is that too many kids 
don’t know the answer.

Small successes come hard in battle over mascots

Wwenty-nine years ago I wrote my 
first column about high school, col- 


lege and professional sports teams 
using American Indians as mascots for 
their fun and games. 

I wrongfully assumed at the time that if 
Indians opposed to this kind of treatment 
spoke out about it, the bright minds at the 
institutions of higher learning would surely 
see this as a human rights issue and volun- 
tarily bring this racist practice to an end. 

Over the years some boards of educa- 
tion in different parts of America have 
taken seriously the efforts of various In- 
dian groups and have made every effort to 
remove offending nicknames from sports 
teams within their jurisdiction, but usually 
without success. 

Like me, they were taken aback at the 
angry reaction from the alumni and stu- 
dent body of the schools in question. To 
these reactionaries, it was as if the mascot 
was sacrosanct and to even suggest chang- 
ing the name was an act of heresy. 

A few years after my first column about 
mascots appeared, a young Indian woman 
of the Spokane Tribe in Washington, a 
student at the University of Illinois, was 
bothered and angered by the antics of that 
school’s mascot, Chief Illiniwek. The chief 
was a white boy dressed in Indian attire. In 
an effort to emulate the traditional Indian 
dances, he would prance out on the football 
field, jump into the air and touch his toes, 
and otherwise perform a dance that was at 
best comical to some but insulting to her. 

That young lady, Charlene Teters, discov- 
ered her efforts to get supposedly educated 
faculty and students to understand the ra- 
cial significance of this issue would take 
many years, and she would face threats 
and physical assaults in the process. 

Like me and others, she would soon dis- 





cover that the word “fan” is the shortened 
version of “fanatic,” and this revelation 
would stay true to form over the years. A 
maelstrom of opposition from “fanatics” 
across America rained down on those In- 
dians protesting one of America’s last bas- 
tions of racism. 

Teters continued her protests after she 
graduated from the University of Illinois 
and each year returned to the school at 
the start of the football season to express 
her displeasure and disappointment in the 
alumni, faculty and student body. In the 
beginning she was a lone figure standing 
at the entrance to the stadium dodging 
cups of water and soft drinks and even the 
butts of burning cigarettes flipped in her 
direction. But soon she was joined by Indi- 
ans from across this great land. 

In the end her efforts paid off and Chief 
Illiniwek was put to rest, but he still pops 
up now and then almost as a figure of re- 
verse protest on the part of diehards who 


refuse to let go. 

At the University of North Dakota, the 
same battle took place over its mascot 
known as the “Fighting Sioux.” Last week 
the North Dakota Board of Higher Educa- 
tion took the high road and agreed to drop 
the nickname and Indian head logo. ... 

Supporters of the mascot still have high 
hopes that the mascot can be saved if the 
Standing Rock and Spirit Lake tribes 
agree by Oct. 1 to give the university per- 
mission to use the name for 30 more years. 
Chances of this happening are slim to none. 
The board voted 8-0 to retire the logo and 
nickname. 

But a discussion on ESPN Radio on Sat- 
urday featured a white man, a black man 
and a white woman assuring each other 
that using Indians as mascots didn’t bother 
them, lacked only one defining ingredient, 
the opinion of a red man or woman. 

It is no great victory for me, Charlene 
Teters, Suzanne Harjo, Michael Haney, 


Bill Means, Vernon Bellecourt and others 
to witness these small successes because 
there is still a long road ahead of us. Haney 
and Bellecourt have since traveled to the 
Spirit World, but they still remain as a 
source of inspiration for those of us still 
left in the battle. 

We will take these small successes in 
stride because it proves to us something we 
have been preaching for nearly 30 years: 
Educating Americans about using Indians 
as mascots that are demeaning, hurtful and 
racially motivated is an ongoing process, 
and if schools like Dartmouth, Stanford, 
Marquette, and now North Dakota and 
Illinois can finally see how Indians as a 
people find this practice objectionable and 
can change, Americans are finally joining 
Indians as a part of the 21st century.

From pools come deep fields 


Coaches cant single out a lone title favorite

CAMP WALKER, South Korea 
— They have scouted and ana- 
lyzed players and teams to null 
out tendencies, strengths and 
weaknesses in the run-up to the 
playoff rounds in this week’s Far 
East soccer tournaments. 

So, just who are the teams to 
beat? 

A sampling of coaches revealed 
a mixed bag. 

“Every team has strengths and 
weaknesses,” coach Ed Thomp- 
son of girls Class A host Daegu 
American said Tuesday as the 
double-elimination playoffs began 
at Camp Walker’s Kelly Field.

Oft-benched players lift Pittsburgh to victory in Game 1

PITTSBURGH — Philippe Boucher and 
Miroslav Satan go to the arena not knowing if 
they’ll even get to play. 

Such uncertainty creates pressure during 
the playoffs, when one mistake on a single 
shift by a player who may have sat out for 
weeks can undo all the work a team does for 
eight months. 

Boucher deals with it by doing lap after lap 
at the practice rink — so many, it’s almost 
as if he’s a speedskater rather than an NHL 
player. 

All that seemingly inconsequential practic- 
ing made a difference as Boucher scored a 
goal and set up another as the Penguins won 
Game 1 of the Eastern Conference finals, 
holding off the Carolina Hurricanes for a 3-2 
victory on Monday night. 

“T guess doing the laps was worth it,” said 
Boucher, who scored his first playoff goal 
since April 12, 2004. 

Boucher dressed for only four of the Pen- 
guins’ first 13 playoff games but, because 
Sergei Gonchar is playing on an injured right 
knee, coach Dan Bylsma stayed with the 
alignment of 12 forwards and seven defense- 
men he used late in the second-round series 
against Washington. Boucher is seventh and 
last on the depth chart. 

During a game in which goaltenders Marc- 
Andre Fleury of Pittsburgh and Cam Ward of 
Carolina made key save after key save, depth 
made the difference for Pittsburgh as Caro- 
lina dropped Game 1 for the third consecutive 
series. 

“He’s been ready, he stayed ready and 
worked hard,” Bylsma said of Boucher, who 
sat out most of the second half of the season 
following foot surgery. “He didn’t get a lot of 
minutes, but when he did he cashed in.” 

Satan, who fell so far out of favor that he 
spent the final month of the regular season 
in the minors, and Evgeni Malkin scored less

than 90 seconds apart to make it 2-0 near the 
midpoint of the second period. 

Satan came out of the penalty box and 
scored off Matt Cooke’s up-ice pass, his first 
playoff goal in more than two years. Boucher 
set up Malkin’s seventh goal of the playoffs, a 
backhander that got past Ward. 

“They stayed really focused and worked 
really hard and then when they did get the 
opportunity they were ready,” defenseman 
Brooks Orpik said of Boucher and Satan. “I 
think everybody in the locker room was re- 


ally, really happy for those two guys.” 

Before the two quick goals, Fleury prevent- 
ed Carolina from taking the lead by making 
a succession of difficult saves, many from in 
close. 

“We didn’t get the start we wanted to,” said 
Penguins captain Sidney Crosby, who leads 
the playoffs with 22 points but was limited to 
one assist. “They got some quality chances 
early on. Usually when you’re at home, you’re 
not talking about weathering the storm, but he 
(Fleury) did that for us.”

league’s defensive player of the 
year, now deeper in the playoffs 
than ever before, is beginning 
to understand what he needs to 
block out and what he needs to 
embrace.

right way — maybe. But they still 
won the series and learned from 
that situation.” 

The Cavaliers intend to rely 
on their lessons after going 1-2 
against the Magic during the reg- 
ular season. Cleveland suffered 
its worst loss, 116-87, at Orlando 
on April 3. The 29-point setback 
was humbling for the Cavs, who 
contained Howard (20 points, 11 
rebounds) but couldn’t stop Or- 


lando’s outside game as the Magic 
made 13 of 27 three-pointers. 

While Cleveland’s defensive 
game plan will focus on limiting 
Orlando’s looks, Howard can’t be 
ignored. Under assistant coach 
Patrick Ewing’s care, Howard’s 
offensive game has blossomed. 

“Before he was just a shot block- 
er, somebody who would just clog 
the lane, dunk the ball and that 
was pretty much it,” Cavs forward 
Joe Smith said. “Now he’s devel- 
oping his game and his footwork 
and that’s only going to make him 
a tougher player to guard.” 

Like James and Howard, Smith 
was the first player selected in the 
draft. The 14-year veteran appre- 
ciates the pressure of those enor- 
mous expectations and has been 
impressed with how the young 
All-Stars have handled their early 
success. Smith hasn’t played with 
Howard, but sees him as being 
very similar to James. 

“He seems like a joy to be 
around,” Smith said. “Like I say 
about LeBron, when your leader 
is that way, everybody feeds off 
him and wants to go out there and 
perform up to or over your level.”

RICHMOND, Va. — As Michael Vick 
prepares to leave a federal penitentiary 
this week, one of his top priorities is to 
show he is genuinely sorry for actions that 
landed him in prison. 

The former Atlanta Falcons quarter- 
back is nearly finished paying his crimi- 
nal debt to society and now faces the task 
of rebuilding his public image after lying 
about financing a dogfighting ring and for 
participating in the executions of poorly 
performing pit bulls. 

His challenge: To show — through 
word and deed — his apology is sincere 
and doesn’t come off as calculated and 
self-serving. 

Vick has already apologized in court, but 
more aggressive steps toward atonement 
can begin after his transfer to home con- 
finement Thursday. 

His return to the NFL depends on how 
he does. 

NFL commissioner Roger Goodell said 
last month that Vick must show true re- 
morse, that he has learned from his mis- 
takes and is prepared to live a different life. 
Only then will the commissioner consider 
lifting Vick’s indefinite suspension. 

Vick, who initially lied to Goodell and 
others about his involvement in dogfight- 
ing, will serve the last two months of his 
23-month sentence at his house in Hamp- 
ton, where he will be closely monitored by 
court officials. His time in federal custody 
ends July 20.

Owners choose to play 2013 
Super Bowl in New Orleans 
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The breadth and timing of the recon- 
ciliation depends largely on how Vick 
conducts himself after his release, said Ev- 
erett Worthington, psychology professor 
and forgiveness expert at Virginia Com- 
monwealth University. 

“There is a lot more to restoring pub- 
lic trust than just serving your time,” 
Worthington said. “I’m not sure offenders 
think that way, but things are rarely made 
right by just doing the minimum.” 

Worthington said some people will never 
forgive Vick no matter what he says or does. 
But he said there are some things Vick can 
do to win over most fans and Goodell: set 
up foundations to benefit animals or disad- 
vantaged youths, for example. 

The tricky part is to avoid the appear- 
ance of a cynical PR campaign. 

“He has to come across as contrite, really 
concerned about the damage he’s done and 
wanting to restore integrity to the sport,” 
Worthington said. “If he doesn’t, he’s kind 
of sunk.” 

Even experts have no surefire formula 
just how Vick is supposed to do that. 

“How do you gauge somebody’s real sin- 
cerity? You can’t get in somebody’s head,” 
said sports psychologist Richard Lustberg 
of New York. 

He said that even if Vick’s attempts to 
repair his image come across as somewhat 
orchestrated, that shouldn’t be viewed as a 
bad thing. “I don’t Know anyone walking 
around who wants to look bad,” Lustberg 
said. 

But to Karen Pierce, the issue is not 
complicated. 


“He needs to relax, speak from the heart 
and be himself,” said Pierce, who serves on 
the board of a foundation Vick established 
in 2006 to help disadvantaged teenagers 
in Atlanta and his hometown of Newport 
News. “I know the real Michael Vick, and 
he can come out of this. He can win some 
fans back. He’s got to let people see him for 
who he is.” 

Pierce, who was Vick’s seventh-grade 
English teacher, said they have kept in 
touch by mail and that Vick has told her 
one of his first goals after his release is to 
get the foundation up and running again. 
The foundation operated an after-school 
program for at-risk youths at a middle 
school before Vick’s arrest, Pierce said. 

She said the foundation was just one ex- 
ample of Vick’s history of good deeds, most 
of which have gone unnoticed — buying uni- 
forms or Gatorade for financially strapped 
youth football teams, for example. 

“He has never looked for recognition,” 
Pierce said. “Sometimes I would tell him, 
‘Mike, you need to let us know about these 
things so we can put out a press release.’ 
He was always adamant: No.” 

Perhaps the toughest people to win over 
will be the animal rights activists who 
were outraged by the brutality displayed 
by Vick’s “Bad Newz Kennels” dogfighting 
ring. Vick and his associates admitted that 
some dogs that fared poorly in test fights 
were killed by drowning, hanging, electro- 
cution or being slammed to the ground. 

The Humane Society of the United States 
announced Tuesday that Vick wants to 
work with the group on a program aimed 
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Vick faces pressure of showing true remorse 


at eradicating dogfighting among urban 
teens. 

Society president Wayne Pacelle said 
that he met with Vick at the federal prison 
in Leavenworth, Kan., and that the meeting 
came after Vick’s legal team approached 
the animal-rights group. 

People for the Ethical Treatment of Ani- 
mals opposes Vick’s reinstatement to the 
NFL unless he submits to a brain scan and 
psychological evaluation that proves he’s 
capable of true remorse, spokesman Dan 
Shannon said. 

Pierce said Vick has apologized direct- 
ly to her, and she has no doubts about his 
sincerity. 

“He’s reiterated how sorry he is, how 
much time he’s had to think and how he 
looks forward to playing football again and 
re-establishing the foundation,” she said. 
“He told me, ‘We’ve got to get out there and 
help these kids.’”’ 

That’s the sort of thing Goodell has made 
clear he needs to hear, and it needs to be 
heartfelt. 

“Michael did an egregious thing,” 
Goodell said last month. “He has paid 
a very significant price for that. If he’s 
learned from that and is prepared to live a 
different life, I think the general public is 
forgiving on that when people are genuine 
and they show remorse and are prepared 
to live a different life. That’s something 
he has to prove to myself and the general 
public.”

The hurricane caused 
1,600 deaths and devastated the 
Gulf Coast four years ago. 

New Orleans beat out Miami — 
which sought a record 11th Super 
Bowl — and 2008 host Glendale, 
Ariz., for the game. This is the 
10th time New Orleans will be the 
site for the Super Bowl. 

New Orleans last hosted in 
2002, when Adam _ Viniateri’s 
48-yard field goal as time ex- 
pired lifted New England over St. 
Louis. 


Harrison stands by decision 
to skip White House trip 


PITTSBURGH — Pittsburgh 
Steelers linebacker James Har- 
rison says he can’t believe there’s 
so much fuss being made about 
him skipping the Super Bowl 
champions’ White House visit 
with President Barack Obama on 
Thursday. 

Harrison will bypass the tra- 
ditional ceremony, just as he did 
when the Steelers were honored 
by President George W. Bush at 
the White House in June 2006. 


Harrison was a backup when 
the Steelers won the Super Bowl 
during the 2005 season, but was 
the NFL Defensive Player of the 
Year last season. His 100-yard 
interception return during Pitts- 
burgh’s 27-23 victory over Ari- 
zona is the longest scoring play in 
Super Bowl history. 


Niners waive DB Williams 


SANTA CLARA, Calif. — The 
San Francisco 49ers have waived 
defensive back Jimmy Williams 
just four months after signing the 
former Virginia Tech star. 

Williams was a second-round 
pick by Atlanta in 2006, but the 
Falcons waived him last June. He 
spent last season out of football 
before the 49ers signed him in 
January. 

San Francisco was interested 
in Williams as a backup strong 
safety, but coach Mike Singletary 
said Monday the club already has 
ample depth at safety. 


NFL, Comcast settle dispute 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fila. 
— The NFL Network will re- 
main available to Comcast cable 
customers. 

The league and the cable pro- 
vider announced a_ long-term 
agreement Tuesday that will 
keep the NFL-owned channel out 
of Comcast’s premium sports tier 
of programming. 

Comcast, the nation’s largest 


cable company, had said the NFL 
wanted a 350 percent increase 
in fees it would pay to carry the 
network. Those fees are based on 
numbers of viewers, so Comcast 
aimed to move the channel from 
a digital tier with 8.6 million sub- 
scribers to a sports package with 
2 million subscribers and for an 
additional monthly fee. 

The NFL said Comcast will 
begin repositioning NFL Net- 
work to its digital classic level of 
service and have a full launch by 
August 1. 


Eagles defensive coordinator 
Johnson takes leave 


PHILADELPHIA — Phila- 
delphia Eagles defensive coordi- 
nator Jim Johnson has taken an 
indefinite leave of absence while 
he continues treatment for a can- 
cerous tumor on his spine. 

“Jim and I agreed that he needs 
to concentrate all of his efforts on 
his recovery,” Eagles coach Andy 
Reid said Monday. “His health is 
number one.” 

Johnson, 67, complained of 
back pain in early January. He 
coached from the press box in a 
playoff win over the New York 
Giants and in the Eagles’ loss to 
the Arizona Cardinals in the NFC 
championship. An MRI after the 
playoff win against the Giants on 
Jan. 11 alerted doctors that some- 
thing might be wrong. 

Johnson was treated for mela-

NFL extends CBS and FOX 
deals through 2014 season 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. — 
The prospect of more NFL games 
apparently is going to require 
more talking. 

NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell said Tuesday he doesn’t 
anticipate a vote at this week’s 
spring meeting in South Florida 
on lengthening the regular sea- 
son to 17 or 18 games. 

The NFL extended its televi- 
sion deals with Fox and CBS 
Tuesday for two years through 
the 2013 season, and Goodell ac- 
knowledged “flexibility” for more 
games. But it now seems likely no 


decision will be made until talks 
are held with players in the com- 
ing weeks and months. 

“We have tried to look at this 
from every different perspective 
because you want to know the in- 
tended consequences and the un- 
intended consequences,” Goodell 
said. “Whenever you’re dealing 
with the quality of the game, 
that’s a key factor.” 

Goodell has mentioned in the 
last few months the need to re- 
place preseason games in which 
few star players get on the field 
with “meaningful” football. The 
plan would likely cut the pre- 
season schedule to two games, 
start the season in its typical slot 
just after Labor Day and add the 
new game or two to the end of the 
current 16-game format. 
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Hip surgery sidelines Delgado until July

NEW YORK — Carlos Delgado 
had hip surgery Tuesday, and the 
New York Mets expect their slug- 
ging first baseman to return in 
late July. 

The team said he had ar- 
throscopic surgery at the Hospi- 
tal for Special Surgery and will 
need a recovery period of about 
10 weeks. Delgado was diagnosed 
with an impingement of the hip, a 
bone spur and torn labrum. 

Yankees star Alex Rodriguez 
had surgery in March for a torn 
labrum — cartilage that lines the 
hip socket to stabilize and cush- 
ion the joint. He returned to the 
team two months later. 

Delgado was put on the 15-day 
disabled list Saturday. The two- 
time All-Star first baseman is 
hitting .298 with four home runs 
and 23 RBIs in 26 games. His 473 
home runs are two shy of Stan 
Musial and Willie Stargell for 
28th place on the career list. 

“T feel for Carlos because I 
know how badly he wants to be 
out there, but we can’t worry 
about how much we’ll miss him,” 
third baseman David Wright said. 
“We’ve got to look forward and go 
with the guys we’ve got and take 
care of our business. We can’t sit 
back and feel sorry for ourselves 
because we’re missing one of our 
main guys. Everybody has to doa 
little bit more. The guys that are 
in there every day have to pick up 
the slack.” 

Delgado, 36, enjoyed a resur- 
gence last year, batting .271 with 
38 homers and 115 RBIs. 

“He’s a big part of this ballclub 
and a big part of this lineup, so 
we’re going to miss him,” center 
fielder and No. 3 hitter Carlos 
Beltran said. “But we still have 
to go out and play baseball, do the 
best we can with what we’ve got 
and keep ourselves in good shape 
(in the standings) so that he can 
help us when he comes back.” 

Delgado had been ailing for 
more than a week before going on 
the DL, and had not played since 
May 10. Fernando Tatis and Jer- 
emy Reed have started at first 
base in Delgado’s absence. 

“We made a real good run last 
year with people who were not 
in their natural positions,’ Mets 
manager Jerry Manuel said. “I 
mean, we played two third base- 





men in the outfield, and they re- 
sponded very well.” 


Leagues support NHL 
in Coyotes fight 


PHOENIX — The NFL, Major 
League Baseball and the NBA 
have lined up in support of the 
NHL ss court fight to block the 
sale of the Phoenix Coyotes and 
move to southern Canada. 

The other major sports leagues, 
including the office of baseball 
commissioner Bud Selig, filed 
statements in U.S. Bankruptcy 
Court on Monday in support of 
the NHL. 

Allthree statements ask the U.S. 
Bankruptcy Court to “respect the 
National Hockey League’s rules 
and procedures regarding own- 
ership transfer and relocation.” 

The statements of baseball and 
the NBA ask that the court “not set 
precedent that could severely dis- 
rupt the business of professional 
hockey,” baseball, basketball and 
other major league sports. 

The NFL statement asked the 
court to avoid a “precedent that 
has the potential to undermine 
or disrupt the business of profes- 
sional hockey, football or other 
major league sports.” 

NHL commissioner Gary Bet- 
tman added his voice to the flood 
of court documents in the league’s 
battle with Coyotes owner Jerry 
Moyes and the attempt to sell the 
franchise and move it to southern 
Ontario. 

Bettman filed a declaration on 
Monday stating he has had con- 
trol of the franchise since No- 
vember and that Moyes was not 
authorized to take the team into 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy earlier 
this month. 

The league also says Moyes 
had been stripped of author- 
ity to negotiate sale of the team. 
Moyes’ bankruptcy filing on May 
5, which took the league by sur- 
prise, includes a plan to sell the 
team for $212.5 million to Jim 
Balsillie, who heads the company 
that makes the Blackberry, con- 
tingent on moving the franchise 
to Hamilton, Ontario. 


Ex-NBA forward Brian Grant 
has Parkinson’s 
Former NBA forward Brian 
Grant revealed Monday that he 
has Parkinson’s disease and is 


starting a Web site devoted to 
his fight with the neurological 
disorder. 

Grant, 37, told ESPN.com that 
he was diagnosed in January 
with “young onset Parkinson’s” 
and began having tremors in his 
left hand last summer. He con- 
sulted two other well-known Par- 
kinson’s suffers, Michael J. Fox 
and Muhammad Ali, and quickly 
implemented several lifestyle 
changes. 

Grant played parts of 12 sea- 
sons in the NBA with Sacra- 
mento, Portland, Miami, Phoenix 
and the Los Angeles Lakers. He 
last played in the 2005-06 sea- 
son, when chronically bad knees 
forced his retirement. He aver- 
aged 10.5 points and 7.4 rebounds 
per game in his career. 

Grant was on the NBA’s All- 
Rookie team in 1995. 


Nuggets, WWE battle 
for arena date 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. — World 
Wrestling Entertainment thrives 
on outlandish story lines and 
characters, but the company 
finds itself embroiled in a real- 
life controversy with the Denver 
Nuggets. And WWE’s bombastic 
owner is making the most of it. 

The plot: Who has rights to 
Denver’s Pepsi Center on Monday 
— the Nuggets, hosting their first 
Western Conference final since 
1985, or the WWE’s traveling TV 
soap opera? 

WWE chairman Vince McMa- 
hon, the promoter who helped 
transform professional wres- 
tling into prime-time television 
entertainment, fired the first 
salvo Monday. In interviews with 
ESPN, he loudly called out Nug- 
gets owner Stan Kroenke and 
challenged him to a steel-cage 
match. (Is there any other way to 
resolve a grudge?) 

WWE spokesman Robert Zim- 
merman said the company re- 
served the Pepsi Center on Aug. 
15 and had already sold more than 
10,000 tickets for its the Monday 
Night Raw event. He said the or- 
ganization expects a sellout, with 
tickets ranging from $20 to $70. 

But the Nuggets are planning 
to play Game 4 of the NBA’s West- 
ern Conference finals against the 
Los Angeles Lakers on Monday at 
the Pepsi Center, the team’s home 
floor. 


The NBA, which sets the play- 
off schedule, is leaving it to the 
Nuggets and the WWE to work 
out the dispute. 

WWE is promoting the arena 
dispute as the “Denver Debacle” 
on its Web site, which it said got 
18 million U.S. unique visitors 
last month, more than than CBS. 
com, ABC.com, NBC.com, NFL. 
com or NBA.com. 

The WWE said its crews will be 
in Denver on Monday night, even 
if it means putting on a show ina 
parking lot. 


Mine that Bird needs jockey 
for Belmont 


LOS ANGELES — Kentucky 
Derby winner Mine That Bird is 
in need of yet another jockey. 

Mike Smith, who rode the geld- 
ing to a second-place finish in Sat- 
urday’s Preakness Stakes, won’t 
ride him in the Belmont Stakes 
on June 6 because of a previous 
commitment. 

Smith is already set to ride 
Madeo in the $300,000 Charles 
Whittingham Memorial Handi- 
cap at Hollywood Park that day. 

The Hall of Fame rider is stick- 
ing with Madeo out of his loyalty 
to owners Jerry and Ann Moss 
and trainer John Shirreffs. To- 
gether, they won the 2005 Ken- 
tucky Derby on Giacomo, who 
like Mine That Bird, was a 50-1 
long shot. 

That means Calvin Borel, who 
rode Mine That Bird to a stun- 
ning victory in the Derby, could 
get back on him for the Belmont if 
Rachel Alexandra doesn’t run. 

Borel opted to ride Rachel Al- 
exandra in the Preakness, and 
she became the first filly in 85 
years to win the second leg of 
the Triple Crown. Co-owner Jess 
Jackson has not yet decided if she 
will run in the Belmont. 

Brad Pegram, Smith’s agent, 
told Chip Woolley Jr., who trains 
Mine That Bird, of the jockey’s 
decision on Monday. Woolley had 
been planning to use Smith in the 
Belmont, regardless of whether 
Rachel Alexandra runs.

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Brewers complete sweep

ST. LOUIS — A few hours be- 
fore game time, the Milwaukee 
Brewers were jolted by the news 
that second baseman Rickie 
Weeks would be lost for the sea- 
son with a wrist injury. 

“T love Rickie, and I told ev- 
erybody that at the pregame,” 
manager Ken Macha said. “He’s 
a tremendous guy, but we need to 
go out and play, too. 

“T thought we responded well.” 

They sure did. The Brewers 
completed a three-game sweep of 
the St. Louis Cardinals with an 8- 
4 victory Monday night. 

Braden Looper carried a two- 
hitter into the seventh to beat his 
former team, Mat Gamel made 
his first career start memorable 
with a three-run homer and Jason 
Kendall became the eighth full- 
time catcher to reach 2,000 hits. 

That all helped the Brewers 
win their sixth in a row and 12th 
in 14 games despite the news that 
Weeks would require surgery for 
a left wrist injury with a recovery 
time of four to six months. 

Milwaukee is a major league- 
best 20-5 since a 4-9 start heading 
into a three-game series begin- 
ning Tuesday at Houston. 

“We’re just going to get ready 
for tomorrow’s game, that’s the 
way you’ve got to approach it,” 
Macha said. “You can’t get too 
excited when you win a whole 
bunch, or you can’t get excited 
when you lose a whole bunch.” 

The Cardinals’ decision to start 
Kyle Lohse (3-3) on two days’ rest 
after he worked two innings in 
Friday’s rainout backfired. Lohse 
needed 89 pitches to work four in- 
nings and left trailing 4-0 after 
giving up consecutive doubles 
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to J.J. Hardy and Ryan Braun to 
start the third and then surren- 
dering Gamel’s homer. 

Colby Rasmus and Skip Schu- 
maker hit two-run homers in the 
seventh for St. Louis, which to- 
taled two runs the first two games 
in the series. The Cardinals hope 
to activate Rick Ankiel and ace 
pitcher Chris Carpenter from the 
15-day disabled list Wednesday. 

“T truly think we’re going to be 
a different team when we get our 
boys back,” Schumaker said. 

La Russa blamed himself 
for going with Lohse, while the 
Brewers slotted Yovani Gallardo 
to get regular rest before his next 
outing Wednesday. The rainout 
boxed in the Cardinals, who had 
optioned Mitchell Boggs to Tri- 
ple-A Memphis hours before the 
game and then ended up needing 
another starter. 

“Pitching Kyle was a bad deci- 
sion,” La Russa said. “However I 
figured it, there was a better way 
to go, and I went the wrong way. I 
put him in a bad position to have a 
tough day and it’s my fault.” 

Looper (4-2) became a starter 
with the Cardinals in 2007-08, but 
had to settle for a free-agent deal 
with Milwaukee after going 12-14 
last year. He’s 62-60 for his ca- 
reer, but is the winningest pitcher 
at 4-year-old Busch Stadium at 
21-13 with a 3.52 ERA. 

“Td be lying if I didn’t say it’s a 
little extra sweet,” Looper said. 

Gamel, 23, was recalled from 
Triple-A Nashville on Thursday 
and got his first start at third 
base ahead of Bill Hall, 1-for-15 
against Lohse. He homered into 
the Cardinals’ bullpen in right 
on a 1-2 pitch to put the Brewers 
ahead 4-0 in the third. 
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Kendall singled off Lohse with 
one out in the second for his mile- 
stone hit and added an RBI single 
in the fifth for his second straight 
two-hit game. He’s 47 hits behind 
Johnny Bench for seventh on the 
list among players with at least 
1,000 games as a catcher. 

Dodgers 3, Mets 2 (11): The 
visiting New York Mets, who had 
the go-ahead run taken away on 
an appeal play after Ryan Church 
missed third base in the top of the 
11th, committed two of their five 
errors in the bottom half. 

Church singled with two outs 
against Ramon Troncoso (1-0) 
and came around on Angel Pa- 
gan’s drive to the fence in right- 
center. But Church missed third 
base and the Dodgers appealed. 
So instead of an RBI triple, Pagan 
settled for a single, his fourth hit. 

Mark Loretta walked to open 
the Dodgers 11th. Xavier Paul’s 
fly ball to left-center against 
Brian Stokes (1-2) fell between 
Pagan and Carlos Beltran, who 
was charged with an error. An 
intentional walk loaded the bases 
and Rafael Furcal flied out to 
shallow left with New York em- 
ploying a five-man infield. 

Orlando Hudson hit a routine 
grounder to first, but Reed, who 
entered in the 10th as a pinch hit- 
ter, tried for the force at home and 
threw wildly past catcher Ramon 
Castro.

We have to play through all 
that and Stan has been a great mentor and 
a coach for me personally, knowing that 
there are going to be nights when I am 
frustrated.
